The objective of the claimed invention is to provide a coated 
stent for implantation in human vessels for creating and. 
sustaining openings there, and for preventing restenosis 
thereof after implantation. The stent is coated with a 
compound containing a high density, negatively charged domain 
of at least three vicinally oriented phosphorous -containing 
radicals . 

Dl pertains a stent which is coated with a compound capable of 
inhibiting cell growth in an arterial wall or lumen into which 
the stent has been inserted. 

D2 refers to the use of a compound containing a high density, 
negatively charged domain of at least three vicinally oriented 
phosphorous radicals for the preparing of a medicament 
providing a growth factor modulating activity in mammals . The 
compound interacts with the regions of the growth factor that 
are essential for the dimerization and subsequent activation, 
but also for the interaction between the growth factors and 
their cellular receptors. 

Dl is considered to be closest prior art. The difference 
between Dl and the claimed invention is that the drug/molecule 
specified for preventing restenosis in Dl is not the same.
